IS IL L PREPARED 


Germany Thoroughly Organized 
to Meet War Strain. 


Frankfort.—A German recently re­ 
leased from the British prison camp 
at Newbury, where he was interned 
for three months, has been investigat­ 
ing German camps. 
He compares 
conditions as he found them in New­ 
bury with conditions in the typical 
German camp at Ruhleben, near Ber­ 
lin. 
In arrangements for shelter, ex­ 
ercise, sanitation and the food supply 
be found the German camps superior 
to the British. His report is published 
in the Frankfort Gazette, aa follows: 
In the German camp at RuMeben 
there is ample space for the prisoners 
ie move about. 
The camp is located 
■on a former race course, and the 
•pace behind the main pavilion and 
the stables Is at the free disposal of 
the interned. 
They are allowed to 
take their exercises on the course it­ 
self for a couple of hours a day. 
In the British camp at Newbury 
there are about 4,000 prisoners in­ 
terned. 
Two-thirds were sheltered in 
tents, the rem ainder in the small 
stables of the hurdle race. 
Only in 
the space between the tents or the 
stables was exercise permitted. # The 
mils of the stables cut off all view 
the pleasant surrounding country.

Neutral Observer of London Times De­ 
clares Empire Shows Less Disturb­ 
ance Than^Other Belligerents— 
Determined to Fight to End. 


Cologne.—The “neutral observer” of 
the London Times, who has been tra v ­ 
eling through Germany, declares th a t 
the efficiency of the people is as great 
today as ever and th at the force of all 
the people is concentrated scientifically 
on the work of defense, says a dis­ 
patch to the semiofficial Cologne Ga­ 
zette 
The neutral observer, to his 
great surprise, arrived in Berlin punc­ 
tually and without mishap. 
He thus 
describes the capital: 
“I found in Berlin the cold, metallic, 
precise click of a great machine, not 
the throbbing heart of an empire. It is 
the most magnificent organization th e 
world has ever seen. It is m an reduced 
to an equation of efficiency. Of each in­ 
dividual is required about one-half the 
effort of which he is capable. The re­ 
sult is that not only is the nation am ­ 
ply provided for any emergency, but 
ordinary life Is less disturbed than in 
any other belligerent country. 
“After six months of w ar Germany 
seems to me alm ost as strong as on 
the first day, closely united, little dis­ 
turbed. 
The civil life of the nation 
appears to continue as in time of 
peace. 
‘To underestim ate - Germ any’s mili­ 
tary reserve would be very shortsight­ 
ed. 
Military authorities state that her 
class of 1915, some 750,000 ablebodied, 
picked men,*has not been called out. 
Apart from these, th e num bers of ‘un­ 
trained landwehr and landsturm ’ would 
run into millions. 
Though arms and 
ammunition factories are working day 
and night, I have it from a reliable 
source that Germany is only just be­ 
ginning to use her 1914 small arm s 
ammunition. 
“Every possible effort is beiDg made 
to preserve for the future such perish­ 
able stores as are now in the market. 
It 
has 
been 
carefully 
determined 
whether, under given conditions, it 
will be more advantageous to keep a 
cow alive and obtain milk, butter and 
cheese from day to day and the meat 
at some future tim e or b>* slaughter­ 
ing it to save the food which it would 
consume and which might be of great­ 
er caloric vaftie to man 
An under­ 
standing of German character will pre­ 
clude* any possibility of drawing rash 
conclusions that these m easures mean 
that Germany is on the verge of sta r­ 
vation. 
‘.‘The Germans realize that they m ust 
now rely on themselves alone, and yet 
I found no- weakening of spirit any­ 
where, but rather ti grim determina­ 
tion to fight to the bitter end.”

Shelters, Bad Sanitary Ar- 


brents and Insufficient Food 


Fcfund in England 
All Trea t­ 


ed A like in Germany. 


Frankfort.—A German recently re­ 
leased from the British prison camp 
at Newbury, where he was interned 
for three months, has been investigat­ 
ing German camps. 
Ile compares 
conditions as he found them in New­ 
bury' with conditions in the typical 
German camp at Ruhleben, near Ber­ 
lin. 
In arrangements for shelter, ex­ 
ercise, sanitation and the food supply 
he found the German camps superior 
to the British. His report is published 
in the Frankfort Gazette, aa follows: 
In the German camp at Ruhrleben 
there is ample space for the prisoners 
ta move about. 
The camp is located 
on a former race course, and the 
apace behind the main pavilion and 
the stables is at the free disposal of 
the interned. 
They are allowed to 
take their exercises on the course it­ 
self for a couple of hours a day. 
In the British camp at Newbury 
there are about 4,000 prisoners in­ 
terned. 
Two-thirds were sheltered in 
tents, the remainder in the small 
stables of the hurdle race. 
Only in 
the space between the tents or the 
stables was exercise permitted. 
The 
L'alls of the stables cut off all view 
f the pleasant surrounding country, 
'ways we had the same picture be- 
our eyes—hundreds of 
people 
n' dull and apathetic by the un- 
jakity of their fate, moving around 
he same small circle. 
Then rain or fog set in, as it does 
almost daily during the EngHsh win­ 
ter, it wras impossible to leave the 
tents and stables. 
Tho clay soil was 
soaked through, and the dirt was sev­ 
eral inches deep. 
Great pools of wa­ 
te r caused noxious miasmas. 
Some­ 
times these pools were so large that 
they barred the passage entirely. 
When Prime Minister Asquith and 
Mrs. Asquith paid a visit to the camp 
a sailor put a stick in the mire bear­ 
ing a placard, 
“Fishing 
Prohibited 
Here.” 
Then he sat on a bench he 
had constructed and waited, holding 
an improvised fishing rod in his hand, 
until the prime minister passed the 
spot. 
Mr. Asquith shot 
a furtive 
glance at the commandant 
of 
the 
camp, who accompanied him. 
Next 
morning the fisherman was removed 
to the Isle of Man. 
Day 
by 
day 
the 
administration 
sought to improve the system of drain­ 
age, but every tim© the thick mire 
choked it again. 
D trfho contrary, the cleanliness in 
the German camp at 
Ruhleben is 
worth emphasizing.

Germany Thoraughly Organized 


to Meet War Strain. 


Neutral Observer of London Tim es De­ 


ciares Em pire Shows Less Disturb­ 


ance Than^Other Belligerents— 


Determined to Fight to End. 


Cologne.—The “neutral observer” of 
the London Times, who has been trav­ 
eling through Germany, declares that 
the efficiency of the people is as great 
today as ever and that the force of all 
the people is concentrated scientifically 
on the work of defense, says a dis­ 
patch to the semiofficial Cologne Ga­ 
zette 
The neutral observer, to his 
great surprise, arrived in Berlin punc­ 
tually and without mishap. 
He thus 
describes the capital: 
“I found in Berlin the cold, metallic, 
precise click of a great machine, not 
the throbbing heart of an empire. It is 
the most magnificent organization the 
world has ever seen. It is man reduced 
to an equation of efficiency. Of each in­ 
dividual is required about one-half the 
effort of which he is capable. The re­ 
sult is that not only is the nation am­ 
ply provided for any emergency, but 
ordinary life is less disturbed than in 
any other belligerent country. 
“After six months of war Germany 
seems to me almost as strong as on 
the first day, closely united, little dis­ 
turbed. 
The civil life of the nation 
appears to continue as in time of 
peace, 
‘To underestimate - Germany’s mili­ 
tary reserve would be very shortsight­ 
ed. Military authorities state that her 
class of 1915, some 750,000 ablebodied, 
picked men,*has not been called out. 
Apart from these, the numbers of ‘un­ 
trained landwehr and landsturm’ would 
run into millions. 
Though arms and 
ammunition factories are working day 
and night, I have it from a reliable 
source that Germany is only just be­ 
ginning to use her 1914 small arms 
ammunition. 
“Every possible effort is being made 
to preserve for the future such perish­ 
able stores as are now in the market. 
It 
has 
been 
carefully 
determined 
whether, under given conditions, it 
will be more advantageous to keep a 
cow alive and obtain milk, butter and 
cheese from day to day and the meat 
at some future time or bj* slaughter­ 
ing it to save the food which it would 
consume and which might, be of great­ 
er caloric valtie to man 
An under­ 
standing of German character w ill pre­ 
clude any possibility of drawing rash 
conclusions that these measures mean 
that Germany is on the verge of star­ 
vation. 
7'I he Germans realize that they must 
nov rely on themselves alone, and yet 
I found no weakening of spirit any­ 
where, but rather a grim determina­ 
tion to fight to the bitt* r * /id."
